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Polls will be open 
7 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
for Nov. 3 election 


Polls in all parts of Michigan will be open 
from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. on Tuesday, Nov. 3, 
for voting in the General Election. 

Voters, who have not already cast absentee 
ballots, will be able to vote for their favorite 
candidates, from the President on down to 
local officials. 

In the tri-community, voters will select a 
34" District Court Judge, officials in Van 
Buren and Sumpter townships, members 
of the Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education and the Belleville Area District 
Library Board, among others. 

Also, there are proposals, including the 
state proposal to allow money from oil 
and gas mining on state-owned lands to 
continue to be collected in state funds for 
land protection and creation of parks. 

Another state proposal is a constitutional 
amendment to require a search warrant in 
order to access a person’s electronic data 
or electronic communication. 

The Wayne County Regional Educational 
Service Agency is asking voters to renew 
2 mills for six years to provide revenues 
to local school districts in Wayne County, 
including Van Buren Public Schools and 
Keystone Academy. 

In the City of Belleville there is a proposal 
to initiate an ordinance to provide for 
the number of marijuana establishments 
within the city, with rules to operate them. 
This came as a petition to the city council, 
which did not pass it so it was required to 
go before voters. 

A second proposal in Belleville is to 
amend the city charter to provide for a 
process, fees, and criteria for local approval 
of marijuana facilities within the city. This 
also was brought to the city council which 
did not approve it so it was required to go 
before voters. 

In Van Buren Township, a proposal is 
before voters to approve renewal of the 
public safety millage of 6.3931 mills for 
seven years beginning December 2024.

Supt. Kudlak reports three positive 
COVID-19 cases, 42 quarantines

At Monday’s regular meeting of the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education 
School Supt. Pete Kudlak gave an update 
on COVID-19 cases in the district. 

He said since the beginning of the school 
year three persons have tested positive for 
COVID-19 and as a result 42 students had 
been quarantined. 

Those quarantined were those who may 
have had close contact with the positive- 
testing people. 

Monday’s meeting was second in-person 
meeting of the board since the meetings 
were shut down by COVID in the spring. 
The meetings now are in the Belleville 
High School Commons and there is social 
distancing and masks. 
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In business matters the board: 

* Reconfirmed the Extended COVID-19 
Learning Plan, which is required by the 
state every 30 days after implementation. 
This includes reconfirming how instruction 
will be delivered for each grade level 
during the 2020-21 school year. This 
reconfirmation also allows for public 
comments from parents and guardians on 
the Extended Learning Plan and a review 
of weekly two-way interactions. The board 
agreed to move this reconfirmation to the 
first meeting of each month, so they will do 
it again on Nov. 9; 

e Heard reports from BHS Principal 
Stacey Buhro, Edgemont Principal Fred 
Abel and Owen Intermediate Principal 
Jason Salhaney. School Supt. Pete Kudlak 
asked the buildings to present to the board 
one of their school improvement initiatives 
that they will be working on this year, 
as well as an update on their COVID-19 
School Safety Plan; 

e Approved the retirement of teacher 
Jenifer Dapsi-Morse of Owen Intermediate

VBT board approves 
ordinance for 6-7 per 
acre condos on the lake

A zoning ordinance to allow 6-7 
detached condos per acre in the RM, 
Multiple Dwelling Residential District, 
was approved by the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees at its regular meeting by 
Zoom on Oct. 20. 

This zoning was sought by developer 
Scott Zones for his project on lakeside 
property next to Sandy’s Marina, but is 
suitable for any RM zoned property. 

Dan Power, director of planning and 
economic development, said this provides a 
diversity of housing types in the township. 

“Tt was spurred by one developer, but we 
had been talking about this for some time,” 
said Matt Best, director of public services. 
He said the denser single family residential 
zoning is for people who don’t want to take 
care of large yards, such as millennials. 

Trustee Reggie Miller confirmed this 
Jones’ project was for two-story homes. 
She said this zoning at first was talked 
about for aging residents and, “now I hear 
millennials.” She said she hopes that the 
township looks at the aging population in 
the future. 

“Tt will be premium homes on the lake 
and most senior citizens won’t be able to 
afford them,” said Trustee Paul White. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara gave 
Trustee White the opportunity to make the 
motion to approve the ordinance, noting it 
would be his last time to enact a law. 

Trustee White has one more township 
meeting to attend before his tenure on the 
board is over. 

Trustee White did make the motion, 
which was supported by Trustee Miller and 
approved unanimously. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said she was 
voting yes, but, “I don’t like the way it was 
brought in.” 

She obviously referred to Jones’ request 
for a change in the master plan for his 
area and a change in the zoning before the 
ordinance was changed, as well.

for Buildings #4 and #5 at Crossroads 
Distribution Center North, 42050 Ecorse 
Rd. The designations allow future tenants 
to apply for tax abatements. Assessor Linda 
Stevenson said this is the first time VBT 
has had this request, but it is a common 
thing. She said Romulus and Auburn Hills 
have done this, as well; 

e Approved a contract with Wade Trim for 
the engineering and inspection services for 
the Beck Road By-Pass Valve and VB-06 
Instrumentation in an amount not to exceed 
$33,900; 

e Approved a contract with low- 
bidder Bidigare Contractors, Inc. in the 
amount of $282,600 and authorize a 10% 
contingency in the amount of $28,260 for 
the Beck Road Bypass Valve Project, paid 
from Water & Sewer Capital Outlay. This 
addresses long-term concerns of pressure 
demands needed for the effective operation 
of the water tower. Supervisor McNamara 
said Wade Trim, who designed the water 
tower, presented a less costly option for the 
project than township engineer FTCH; 

e Approved the 2021 salary wage schedule 
and the Amended 2020 and Proposed 2021 
General Fund Budgets. Everyone got 2% 
salary increases except the following, who 
got more than 2%: Executive Assistant to 
Public Services Director, $5,000 raise to 
$58,040; Water/Sewer Superintendent and 
Building and Grounds Superintendent, 
each $5,000 raise to $68,370; Public Safety 
IT Coordinator, $3,000 raise to $67,431; 
DDA Assistant Executive Director, $2,271 
raise to $59,058. Also, the new job of 
Elections Specialist begins Jan. 1 at a 
salary of $51,800; 

e Approved the 2020 Amended and 2021 
Proposed Special Revenue Funds Budgets 
for: Downtown Development Authority 
Fund, Landfill Fund, Belleville Area 
Museum, E-911 Service Fund, Federal 
Forfeiture Fund, State Forfeiture Fund, 
Local Development Finance Authority, 
Longterm Debt Fund, and Capital 
Improvement Fund. Supervisor McNamara 
said all the funds are doing fine, except 
LDFA and the township is putting aside 
$1.7 million a year until the Visteon bond 
is paid off; 

e Approved the Amended 2020 and 
Proposed 2021 Water and Sewer Budget; 

e Approved updated language to the 
Elected Officials Manual for in lieu of 
health care. Trustees shall not be afforded 
healthcare effective Nov. 20, 2020. 
However, he/she shall receive in lieu of 
said coverage the sum of $300 a month; 

e Heard Clerk Leon Wright announce 
he has been informed of the deaths of 
longtime poll workers, Ray Bergeron and 
Vicki Bostwick. He said after the pandemic 
is over he’d like to present plaques to their 
families; 

e Hear Clerk Wright announce as of 
that date his office has sent out 10,579 
absentee ballots, which is 58% of the 
registered voters, and so far 6,158 have 
been returned. He said he expects to have 


50% of registered voters casting ballots as 
of election day. He said they are getting 
from 400 to 450 in daily and they are 
taking friendly bets on passing the 11,000 
record for voters in VBT. He encouraged 
dropping off the ballots at the township 
hall so they don’t get involved in the post 
office delays. He said voters can go to 
mi.gov/vote to confirm that their vote has 
been checked in. He said somebody called 
the state to complain that the township hall 
was to be closed on election day. Wright 
said the other offices in the township will 
be closed, but the clerk’s office would be 
open running the election. He said they 
will be there from 6 a.m. until all the votes 
are counted; 

e Heard Supervisor McNamara thank 
his assistant Dan Selman for all the work 
he did to get the Forgotten Harvest food 
distribution, which will be most Tuesdays 
until the end of the year at the senior 
center at township hall. He said they will 
need volunteers because they could end 
up serving 700 cars a day. No forms to fill 
out and people may pick up food for their 
neighbors, as well; 

e Heard Supervisor McNamara report 
that this year’s Hazardous Waste collection 
day brought 560 vehicles, a record. Last 
year there were 350 vehicles. He thanked 
the U.S. Ecology for the free service to the 
community; 

e Heard McNamara say the majority of 
the construction is complete for the pickle 
ball courts, but it is not open yet. He said 
the courts will close around Thanksgiving 
and be open, dawn to dusk, in the spring. 
Work also continues on the Iron Belle 
Trail and work on the trail from Edgemont 
to Riggs Park should be complete in late 
summer, 2021; 

e Heard Water & Sewer Director James 
Taylor announce he has just been informed 
by the Great Lakes Water Authority that 
the township’s 3.5% rate increase that 
was to take effect Oct. 1 has been deferred 
again due to COVID. Now it will take 
place Jan. 1. Another rate increase of 2.5 to 
3% is scheduled for July 1. The water and 
sewer rate increases approved by the board 
for residents and businesses will still take 
effect Jan. 1;

according to state law, a write-in vote cast 
for me does not count. Rather, I urge you to 
select from one of the two listed candidates, 
Lisa Martin or Alexandria Taylor. 

It has been my privilege to bring my 35 
years of legal experience to serve the people 
of the 34th District as one of their hard- 
working judges. During my 18 years as 
judge I dedicated myself not only to the law, 
but also to active community service off the 
bench. Choosing a candidate to replace a 
long-serving incumbent judge with such 
deep roots requires careful consideration. I 
have undertaken a critical analysis of each 
candidate’s qualifications and have come 
to an unequivocal conclusion as to who I 
consider best suited to replace me. 

Consider initially the geographical diversity 
of our judges. Essentially, the 34th Judicial 
District consists of three communities: 
Huron, Romulus and the Belleville area of 
Belleville, Sumpter and Van Buren. The 
Belleville Area is geographically distinct 
from Huron and Romulus, being divided by 
the Metroparks and I-275. While it is true 
that judges do not represent constituents in 
the same way as other elected officials, they 
certainly bring with them a sense of and 
connection to their own community. Huron 
and Romulus each have a judge residing 
in their community and I was the judge 
living in the Belleville area. If Ms. Taylor is 
elected, Romulus will have two judges and 
the Belleville area, which comprises just 
over 51% of the area and population of the 
34th District, will have none. Therefore, if 
all other things were equal, I would favor 
Ms. Martin because she is a resident of our 
community. However, in my opinion, all 
other things are not equal. 

Lisa Martin is 48 years of age, a resident 
of Van Buren Township and has impeccable 
academic credentials, including Harvard 
and the University of Michigan Law School. 
She has 21 years of legal experience, with 
the last two years as a 34th District Court 
magistrate, and a broad practice background 
including criminal defense, general civil, 
small claims, and landlord-tenant cases. 

Alexandria Taylor, 39, is a Romulus 
resident, earned her degrees from Michigan 
State University and the University of 
Detroit Mercy School of Law (where she 
is currently an adjunct professor), and also 
holds an MBA from Eastern Michigan 
University. She has been a lawyer for 
9 years, practices from her own single- 
attorney law firm in downtown Detroit, and 
emphasizes her felony criminal defense and 
trial work in Wayne County Circuit Court 
and surrounding counties. 

While age in and of itself should not be 
a determining factor, with age comes an 
opportunity for greater life experiences, 
seasoning and wisdom, all qualities a good 
judge should possess. More importantly, 
legal experience both in length and breadth 
is required. In Michigan, an attorney cannot 
be a judge without at least five years of legal 
experience. Ms. Martin has over four times 
that amount whereas Ms. Taylor doesn’t 
even have twice this minimal requirement. 

As to breadth of that experience, it should 
be remembered that district courts hear a 
large variety of cases, including felonies 
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through the preliminary examination phase 
(felony trials are held in circuit court), 
criminal misdemeanors, landlord-tenant 
disputes, small claims, traffic tickets and 
other civil infractions, and general civil 
matters up to $25,000. 

Ms. Taylor claims civil litigation 
experience but she heavily emphasizes her 
felony defense experience in circuit court. 
However, looking at the percentage of cases 
filed in the 34th District Court in 2019 (the 
last year for which data is available), felony 
cases constituted less than 1% of the court’s 
business (0.7%). With respect to all criminal 
matters, misdemeanor cases, at 8.5% of the 
court’s filings, outnumbered felonies by 
over 12 to 1. Landlord-tenant and small 
claims combined were 6.5%, while general 
civil matters were 5.3%. At 79%, the vast 
majority of the court’s cases were traffic- 
related. 

Ms. Martin started her career with the Legal 
Aid and Defenders’ Association representing 
indigent and low-income defendants in both 
criminal and civil cases. Later, she engaged 
in landlord-tenant practice and gained 
extensive civil experience in collection 
matters. Finally, Ms. Martin attained actual 
adjudicative experience as a judicial officer 
(magistrate) in the 34th District Court. She 
presided over most felony probable cause 
conferences, small claims trials and traffic 
informal hearings, as well as many criminal 
arraignments, where she set bonds and pre- 
trial release conditions. Ms. Martin also 
conducted mediation hearings in civil and 
landlord-tenant disputes. Her familiarity 
with our court means she can hit the ground 
running for a smooth transition. To me, 
this is a crucial distinction between the 
candidates because whatever Ms. Taylor’s 
experience may be, it is indisputably 
experience as an advocate for one side or 
the other. Ms. Martin’s experience has 
transcended advocacy and she has become, 
as a judge should be, an impartial arbiter 
between the parties. 

In addition, during this journey, I had the 
opportunity to get to know Ms. Martin, to 
offer her my advice, guidance and insights, 
and to form an opinion as to her character 
and judicial temperament. Because of Ms. 
Martin’s willingness to learn and fidelity 
to the law, I am confident she will make a 
fine judge. Even more important, because 
Ms. Martin was the only candidate in the 
primary who refused to rush to judgment 
and attack me for unproven, one-sided 
allegations regarding my personal legal 
issues, she demonstrated beyond question 
her commitment to the presumption 
of innocence unless proven guilty -- a 
fundamental right every lawyer and judge 
must embrace and protect. 

Ms. Martin’s excellent qualifications, 
experience and character, not even 
mentioning the fact that she is a resident of 
the Belleville area, makes her my choice to 
replace me at the 34th District Court. I urge 
you to make your vote count and vote Lisa 
Martin for District Judge.

VBT Clerk urges 
residents to wear masks 
as positive cases rise 


Van Buren Township Clerk Leon Wright 
made a statement at the Oct. 20 regular 
meeting of the township board, via Zoom, 
urging residents not to let their guard down 
against COVID-19. 

Clerk Wright told residents to social 
distance, wash their hands, and wear 
masks because the positive cases are going 
up in VBT. He said there were nine more 
positive cases that day and there are about 
31,000 residents of the township. 

“Were letting our guards down,” Wright 
said, noting it affects the most vulnerable. 
He said he would like to go home to see 
family for Thanksgiving, but he and his 
wife don’t want to risk that. 

‘T'm asking people to be diligent — if not 
for yourself, do it for those you love,” he 
said. “People in this township care about 
each other ... Let’s step up as a township 
and put this nonsense aside.” 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said the 
police chief told him there are 40 people 
on respirators in local hospitals. 

“In Wayne County, it may be the hottest 
place is in VBT,’ Supervisor McNamara 
said. 

Trustee Reggie Miller said she would like 
the township to contact-trace, so it can alert 
the public of the hot spots. 

McNamara said he would do what he can. 
“T can ask,” McNamara told the board.

Surprise gas main 
delays Fourth Street 
Placemaking Project

Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority Coordinator Carol Thompson 
gave an update on the Fourth Street 
Placemaking Project at the DDA’s Oct. 21 
Zoom meeting. 

She said the 91-place library parking lot 
next door had its base coat of asphalt down 
and Fourth Street asphalt will be done by 
the same company. 

She said they found an unmarked gas 
main during demolition of the street and 
had to reshoot some of the topography. 

They are impacting the soil for the curbs 
and in two weeks the stamped concrete 
will be in place and then the base coat of 
asphalt. 

Thompson said the special tree grates for 
Fourth Street are being made at the other 
side of the country. 

She said Museum Director Katie 
Dallos, now on furlough from Van Buren 
Township, confirmed she received a 
$25,000 grant from Michigan State Arts 
which will pay for the building connector 
between the museum and the former fire 
hall, which is now a storage area for the 
museum. This will be adjoining the Fourth 
Street project. 

“Tt will be beautiful,” Thompson said.

Court Watching: 
Charges dismissed 


against Johnson when 
witness fails to appear

The live preliminary exam for Norman 
Ladale Johnson, 32, of Willis was set for 
Oct. 21 but the complaining witness failed 
to appear. 34 District Court Judge Brian 
Oakley dismissed charges against Johnson 
without prejudice, which means they could 
be refiled in the future. 

Johnson was charged with assault with 
intent to murder, home invasion first 
degree, assault with intent to do great 
bodily harm less than murder and assault 
with a dangerous weapon (felonious 
assault) in Sumpter Township on May 16. 

Bond was set at $50,000/10% and he had 
to wear a tether, for tracking only, and stay 
away from the complaining witness. 

The complaining witness had told the 
court that he was in fear for his life. 

A petition to bring the witness in 
was signed, sealed and handed to the 
prosecutor, but the victim failed to appear 
for the preliminary exam. 

Defense attorney was Murray Duncan. 
Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor was 
Lori Mireles-Smith. 

Johnson allegedly forced entry into a 
residence in the 23000 block of Elwell 
Road occupied by the 26-year-old male

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victim, an acquaintance of his. Johnson 
then proceeded to attack the victim about 
the head and torso with a tire iron causing 
severe injuries. 

The victim exited the residence with 
Johnson in pursuit and continuing to attack 
him in the yard before the victim was 
eventually able to break free and flee on 
foot. The victim returned to the residence 
to call 911 after Johnson fled the scene in a 
silver Ford Explorer. 

Sumpter Police Sgt. Joseph Balowski, 
responding to the scene, observed the 
suspect vehicle westbound on Willow 
near Rawsonville and made a traffic stop 
as it crossed over into Washtenaw County. 
Johnson was taken into custody without 
incident but denied any knowledge of the 
incident or even being on Elwell. The 
incident, however, was caught on the 
victim’s home security camera system. 

Julia Deann Maull-Kennedy 
Julia Deann Maull-Kennedy, 30, of 
Roseville took advantage of a plea deal 
on Oct. 21, where all three charges were 
dismissed and she pled guilty to one 
misdemeanor count of use of a controlled 
substance. 

Maull-Kennedy had been charged with 
two counts of possession of controlled 
substance — analogues and one count of 
possession of marijuana on July 15, 2016 
in Belleville. Her attorney is Caith DeMott 
Grady of the Neighborhood Defender 
Service. 

Judge Oakley imposed a $500 fine and 
will dismiss the use charge after 12 months 
if no other problems arise. She told Judge 
Oakley that she had used heroin for nine 
years and moved to Michigan to start over.

Nothing in this Ordinance shall be construed to affect any suit or proceeding pending in any court or any 
rights acquired or any liability incurred, or any cause or causes of action acquired or existing, under the 
Zoning Ordinance, or any act or Ordinance hereby repealed as cited in Section 3 of this Ordinance; nor shall 
any just or legal right or remedy of any character be lost, impaired, or affected by this Ordinance. 
SECTION 5 - EFFECTIVE DATE 


The provisions of this Ordinance are hereby ordered to take effect seven (7) days after publication ofthe 
notice of adoption in a newspaper of general circulation within the Township. This Ordinance shall be 
immediately recorded by the Township Clerkinthe Township Ordinance Book as soonas it is adopted, 
which record shall be authenticated by the signatures of the Supervisor and Clerk and shall be 
published in a newspaper of general circulation in the Township within fifteen (15) days of passage. A 
copy of this Ordinance may be purchased or inspected at the Clerk's Office, 46425 Tyler Road, Van 
Buren Township, MI 48111 during normal business hours.

Michigan State Police 
find stolen vehicles in car 
trailer in VBT 


A stolen vehicle believed to be traveling 
“under its own power” last week led 
Michigan State Police to a trailer on a 
freeway in Van Buren Township loaded 
with vehicles stolen from the Detroit area. 

As outlined in a news release via Twitter, 
MSP troopers from the Metro Detroit Post 
recovered at least four stolen vehicles being 
hauled on a trailer after they responded to a 
stolen vehicle report. 

At about 9:55 p.m., Oct. 21, a person 
called 911 to report their vehicle stolen, 
police said. A GPS tracker installed on 
the vehicle enabled the caller to tell the 
dispatcher its location and that was relayed 
to responding units. 

Troopers initially believed the vehicle 
was traveling “under its own power” on the 
freeway in Van Buren Township. However, 
they found a semi-tractor with a car-hauling 
trailer and could see the license plate of the 
stolen vehicle, so they made a traffic stop. 

The driver, a resident of Long Beach, CA, 
told troopers he had recently purchased 
the trailer and was currently en-route to 
Belleville to pick up another vehicle. 

Troopers searched the tractor and found 
at least $10,000 in cash. In the trailer they 
found the vehicle reported stolen and three 
other stolen vehicles recently reported to 
Metro Detroit police departments. 

The vehicles were a 2017 Dodge 
Challenger reported stolen out of Detroit 
PD jurisdiction, a 2020 Dodge Charger 
reported stolen out of Warren PD, and a 
2018 Dodge Charger reported stolen from 
Southfield PD. The MSP Southeast Auto 
Theft Team continues the investigation.
